Fifty Poles now pack the jail and 
its corridors, and officers are hourly 
bringing in men suspected of having 
instantly followed suit by emptying taken part in the Conner’s Creek af- 
their revolvers and falling back. 
The 
strikers followed, pounding the depu­ 
ties w ith spades, picks, and shovels. 
All ran away but Sheriff Collins, who 
was brutally beaten while down. 
John Pilat, a Pole, fell dead a t the 
first volley, shot in the head. 
Andrea 
Karnotski, a Pole, was shot three times 
and died soon after. 
Five other 
rioters who were seriously h u rt could 
not escape. 
A dozen who were shot 
in the arms and legs 
or slightly 
wounded about the body fled and have 
not yet been found. 
Sheriff Collins is likely to die. as is a 
deputy and three of the strikers. 
It is 
supposed th a t some of the Poles who 
escaped are seriously wounded. 
All 
the deputies were injured. 
The trouble was caused by the De­ 
tro it w ater board’s refusal to pay the 
wages demanded by 500 Polish laborers 
who were working on the w ater pipe 
extensions at Conner’s Creek, a mile 
beyond the city limits. Sheriff Collins 
and six deputies were on hand a t noon 
to protect the w ater board employes 
while they removed their tools from 
an excavation. Foreman Cathey jumped 
down into the pit to take up a pump 
when there was a 
cry 
in 
Polish, 
from the leader of the strikers and a 
forward rush of hundreds, wTho held 
their spads and pickaxes aloft. 
Then somebody struck Cathey a 
blow on the head which felled him to 
the bottom of the excavation. 
Sheriff 
Collins waved his arms wildly and 
shrieked to the mob adjurations to 
stand back, but he might as well have 
spared his breath. 
Then he drew his 
revolver and aimed it point blank a t 
the crowd. 
One, two, three, the shots rang out 
from his weapon as rapidly as he could 
pull the trigger. 
But a long-handled 
shovel upraised behind him descended 
swiftly and a corner of it pierced his 
skull.

he fell another shovel 
struck him on the calf of his right leg 
and a stream of blood spurted out. 
A dozen rioters gathered round the 
sheriff's prostrate form and were aim­ 
ing fresh blows at him when a man 
rushed in under the uplifted shovels 
and cried out: 
“ He is dead. 
Leave 
him alone.” 
Foreman Cathey did not escape with 
that first blow. 
Again and again did 
sharp shovels fall on his head and his 
uplifted hands until consciousness left 
bim and he sank face downward into 
the water which covered the bottom of 
the 
excavation.

drowned there but for Jam es P. Mur- 
tagh, a reporter, who, w ith the assist­ 
ance of another man, raised him from 
his perilous position and carried him 
off to a place of safety. 
When the sheriff fired his deputies 
quickly followed suit, and for a few 
moments there was a shower of bul­ 
lets, all fired at short range into the 
dense crowd. 
This did not deter the 
infuriated laborers. 
Though several 
of their number fell they pressed on 
until the muzzles of the officers' re­ 
volvers were at their very breasts. 
The deputies then fled, and after being 
pursued for short distances and re­ 
ceiving painful wounds they were al­ 
lowed to escape.

Co b u r g , April 19—The wedding of 
Princess Victoria of Coburg and Edin­ 
burgh, to her cousin, the Gland Dnke 
Ernest Louis of Hesse, took place at 
12:30 today. 
The assembly was the 
most magnificent seen in many years. 
Flags of many nations floated in the 
breeze and over the ducal palace 
floated the royal standard of Great 
Britain. 
The weather was perfect. 
The most 
perfect precautionary 
measures against an attempt upon the 
life of some members of the reigning 
families assembled here were taken 
and hundreds of detectives of all na­ 
tions mingled with the crowds. 
Besides these precautions of a gen­ 
eral nature the Czarowitz of Russia 
had a body guard of Russian police 
and was looked after by some of the 
most experienced of German detec­ 
tives. 
Pastor Mueller, of the Lutheran 
church performed the wedding cere­ 
mony, assisted by the chaplain of the 
Grand Ducky of Hesse and five other 
clergymen. Emperor William escorted 
the Duchess of Coburg and the Duke 
of Edinburg escorted Queen Victoria.

T rainm en of the G reat N orthern on 
strik e a t Sioux Falls, S. D., offered to 
take the m ail to S t Paul, b u t nothing 
pise. 
The com pany said if they would 
not take 
the 
w hole 
train 
they 
could n o t take the mail. 
T elegraph­ 
ers on the line betw een Sioux Falls 
and Y ankton are out, and operators 
w ere a t the offices b u t p art of the day 
The tie up reached Sioux F alls a t b 
o'clock last n ig h t 
There are no indi­ 
cations of resum ption on the road. 
At W ahpeton, N. IX, the American 
Railw ay union held a mass m eeting at 
the opera house. 
T here was a large 
attendance and an expression of sym 
pathy w ith the strikers as long as 
they used no violence. 
S u p t W inter attem pted to take out 
th e east bound m ail and passenger 
train, but was forcibly prevented by 
the strikers.

TW O COMPANIES FIGHTING FOR 
THE FRANCHISE. 


Aldermen Have the Rival Claimants In 
a Star Chamber and Nobody Is 
Allowed to Hear What Goes On— 
Belt L ine vs. the “In and Out’’ 
System. 


O s h k o s h , April 1 9 —Two street rail­ 
way franchises are before Oshkosh 
aldermen. 
The debates have been 
going on for three weeks behind closed 
doors, but the finance 
committee, 
which has the' matter in charge, is 
now almost ready to report. Notwith­ 
standing the reticence of the members 
of the committee, small portions of 
the discussion have leaked out. 
That 
both franchises are undergoing many 
changes is authoritatively stated, es­ 
pecially that of the home company. 
The committee desires that firemen, 
while en duty, shall be allowed to ride 
free of charge. 
This does not include 
rides to meals, but has especial refer­ 
ence to the times when the firemen 
arc responding to an alarm and have 
missed the apparatus. 
The main issue in the granting of 
the franchises to be decided by the 
committee is whether a belt line or 
the other line will be for the best in­ 
terests of the city. 
It is understood 
that the company is about even!y di­ 
vided upon this point, with the odds 
in favor of the line that touches the 
principal streets. 
The company that gets the franchise 
will be compelled to deposite a $5000 
forfeit in one of the city banks as evi, 
deuce of good faith. ______ 


Tile Illin ois Senatorship. 
W a t s e k a , 111., April 19.—W illiam s, 
Mason, candidate for United States 
senator, will have at least seven out of 
the thirteen votes in the Iroquois dele­ 
gation to the republican state conven­ 
tion. 
The minority, six in number, 
will favor Senator Cullom. 
The con­ 
vention here yesterday selected thir­ 
teen delegates to the congressional as­ 
sembly. 
They were instructed to vote 
for Joseph G. Cannon.

Mr. Cannon the twenty-three votes of 
Vermilion and the thirteen of Iroquois, 
thirty-six in all, or a majority of the
